ment equipment. 
Police said Mason and Phelps 
are both awaiting trial on 
chaiges of professional gam­ 
bling filed against them earlier 
this year. 
Deputy Muncie Police Chief 
Richard Heath, who is also a 
deputy coroner, arrested Carey 
late Thursday evening at the 
prosecutor’s office. Only a coro­ 
ner can arrest a sheriff accord­ 
ing to state law. 
Wolfe said the state police 
were called in on the investiga­ 
tion o* gambling and possible 
bribery by Casterline after he 
wa.? offered a| bribe. 
Casterline subsequently re­ 
ceived $2:985 in money as 
bribes which was turned over 
to state police. They used elec­ 
tronic “bugs” in the prose­ 
cutor’s office and Casterline 
also carried the listening de­ 
vices with him during meetings 
outside his office. Wolfe added. 
Carey was deck'd sheriff on 
the Democratic ticket in 1971 
after, serving 21 years on the 
Muncie Police Department and 
serving as chief three times for 
a total of six years. 
Ip 1959, while serving his first 
term as police chief, Carey was 
indicted for malfeasance of of­ 
fice for allegedly not enforcing 
the gambling laws. The Muncie 
Board of Safety later cleared 
Carey and the indictment was 
then quashed. 
However, in June of 1961 the 
state supreme court reinstated 
the indictment. But the case 
was then dismissed in Febru­ 
ary of 1962 for a lack of evi­ 
dence, the court records show. 
Carey was a 1957 honor gradu­ 
ate oí the FBI academy and 
this past February Gov, Edgar 
D. Whitcomb appointed him to 
the Indiana Law Enforcement 
board. 


20 Per Cent 
Social Security 
Increase Likely 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 20- 
per-cent across-the-board in­ 
crease1 in Social Security bene­ 
fits appears headed for con­ 
gressional approval by the end 
of next week. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
chief sponsor of the move in 
the Senate, reported that he 
discussed his plan with Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., and re­ 
ceived a. sympathetic hearing. 
Mills* position is important 
because Church hopes to add 
the increase as a committee 
rider on a debt-limit bill and 
Mills, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, would 
have to agree to such an 
amendment to assure quick ap­ 
proval by the House.

Welles said that just because 
there are serious problems in 
the bargaining process on cer­ 
tain issues, this does not mean 
the issues are not bargainable. 
Welles said whether or not

fines are good or bad is not the 
issue. The issue, he pointed out, 
is whether they are subject to 
bargaining. 
Theodore Kheel, counsel for 
the owners, 
also offered to 
show films of last season's on­ 
field fights in support of a 
claim that the automatic fine 
rule against players leaving the 
bench during a fight is “essen­ 
tial” for the well-being of pro­ 
fessional football. 
Welles said the correctness or 
the need for the rule is irreve- 
lent to the Issue of whether the 
rule is a proper subject for col­ 
lective bargaining. He refused 
to view the films. 
He also refused to let General 
Manager Jim Finks of the Min­ 
nesota Vikings testify on the 
benefits of artificial turf in 
schedulng when both football 
and baseball teams use the 
same stadium.

Do you know what mental re­ 
tardation is, who it effects, what 
can be done to help the men­ 
tally retarded, and how*tnany 
retarded, persons do we have in. 
Rush County? I cannot give you 
all these answers but I would 
like to give you some informa­ 
tion that I have received. 
Mental Retardation is a con­ 
dition of impaired or imcom­ 
plete development of the brain 
that can occur before, during, 
or after birth. It is often, ac­ 
companied by one or more han­ 
dicapping conditions which may 
involve vision, hearing, speech, 
or motor fitietions. 
Retardation can occur in any 
family, in any neighborhood, in 
any community and it does ex­ 
ist in every commnity and it 
is here in .Rush County. It af 
fecta 3 per cent of the total 
population. 
In 
Indiana 
that 
would be about 157,000 mentally 
retarded citizens. 
Mental retardation may vary 
in degrees from those whose 
conditions are scarcely notice­ 
able 89 per cent, to those who 
require special training and gui­ 
dance, 9.5 per cent, to the few 
who need constant care and su­ 
pervision, 1.5 per cent.

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Hoosier Town Tries To Replace Closed Plant 


Editor’s Note: 
Bloomington 
Herald-Telephonc newsmen Jeff 
Smithburn and Lary Incollingo 
spent a day in Orleans check­ 
ing on the effects of what some 
might think is a crushing eco­ 
nomic blow to the town. Here is 
their report, 
ORLEANS, Ind. (AP>—Most 
people here cling to a don’t- 
give-tlp-the-ship attitude despite 
losing their biggest business 
and with litle hope it will be 
replaced soon. 
Foi years rumors swept this 
tiny southern Indiana town of 
2,000 persons that Cortron In­ 
dustries, 
which 
makes 
tele­ 
vision sets, and is a division of 
the Admiral Corp., would shut 
their sprawling, three-story red 
brick factory on the north edge 
of town. 
Those gloomy rumors came 
true last December as about 1,- 
000 employes, most of them 
woman, ware laid off when the 
plant 
closed, 
apparently 
for 
good. 
Although the jobs dried up 
more than six months ago, the 
full financial crunch may not 
become apparent until after the 
unemployment checks end July 
1 for the laid-off workers. 
If there is a major shock to 
the area from the firm’s clos­ 
ing, It is not readily apparent. 
The town has been cushioned 
partially from, the shock., since 
only about 10 per cent of the 
Orleans people worked at Cor­ 
tron, with the rest coming from 
nearby rural areas and. sur­ 
rounding counties. 
Some of the same people who 
lost their jobs will be suffering 
i double blow as they also find 
property taxes going up to com­ 
pensate for the reduced taxes 
Cortron will be paying on. their 
dosed factory. 
Everyone agrees the obvious 
solution to the town's problems 
is to put that big old factory 
back in operation. 
But "to be blunt," says Wil­ 
liam Himebauch, "it has not 
been encouraging. The plant 
has been shown to an awful lot 
of people. Seems like it’s either 
too big or too small. Most com­ 
panies seem to want something 
smaller." 
Himebauch, who operates a. 
clothing store on Orleans' main 
street, is president of the cham­ 
ber 
of 
commerce 
and 
the 
area’s 
economic 
development 
committee and it is his job to 
try to find new industry. 
But he admits, "The average 
person didn’t think it (the fac­ 
tory) would stay empty this 
long, but the mood has been 
calm and good. I think. There’s 
definitely been some belt-tight­ 
ening but I think things will 
work out for us." 
Surprisingly, 
some 
persons 
almost 
welcomed 
losing 
the 
plant, while others face eco­ 
nomic disaster because of its 
closing. 
Betty Finley, a 16-year em­ 
ploye of Cortron, says her fami­ 
ly was "glad, to tell you the 
truth" when she told them she 
would be losing her $4,500 a 
year job. 
Her husband works at Cen­ 
tral Foundry in Bedford and 
she says many Cortron employ­ 
es were women, like herself, 
who merely worked to avoid 
boredom while also picking up 
some extra spending money. 
"They (other women employ­ 
es) said they’ve just had to cut 
down, buy fewer things, not go 
out as much. It’s beginning to 
hurt now. You don’t see the 
same people out shopping as 
much. They just don’t have the 
money to spend," says Mrs. 
Finley, who now works part 
time here in Herle’s cafeteria. 
But for some other workers, 
without a husband also bringing 
home a paycheck, the plant’s 
closing was a disaster. 
“ I don’t want to be on re­ 
lief," says Mrs. Blanche May- 
den. 60, who was laid off. Her 
Cortron paycheck used to be 
$75 weekly and she has been 


living on unemployment checks 
of just a little more than half 
her regular pay since the firm 
closed. 
"But there are no jobs here,," 
she says, "and I have no trans­ 
portation and I don’t drive. If 
you don’t have a way to go (to 
another job) you really have a 
problem." 
Despite a good work record, 
Mrs. Mayden says she may 
never be able to get another 
regular job because of her loca­ 
tion and age. 
But the location, 'the 'thing 
that makes it so tough for Mrs. 
Mayden, is one of Orleans’ big­ 
gest assets, according, to John 
Lindley, 
owner 
of 
Lindley’s 
IGA which is the town’s biggest 
supermarket. 
“Lots of people in industry 
are looking for small towns," 
he says. "They are fed up with 
cities. I 'think the future of Or­ 


leans is good. All we can do is 
keep trying to find more pros­ 
pects (to take over the facto­ 
ry).’’ 
Himebaugh says the love of a 
buck and human nature take 
over for some persons who 
hear about the economic plight 
of Orleans. He says promoters 
and so-called businessmen tell 
the town fathers they want to 
open a business in a fine town 
like Orleans. 
Himebaugh says they make 
the town an offer of eventual 
jobs if the community can just 
come 
up 
with 
some 
“ good 
faith” money, say $50,000 as a, 
gift to get the new business 
started. 
T h e 
‘ v u l t u r e s , ’ 
say 
Himebauch, are not getting any 
response from Orleans. “People 
around here are proud of their 
work," he adds.

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Well, dad., did you have your 
breakfast served to you in bed 
last Sunday? Did you lounge in 
ease and luxury while your fam­ 
ily waited on you hand and 
foot? Did mom make your very 
favorite dish? Did your family 
take you out to dinner to your 
favorite restaurant? 
All of this might seem a bit 
amusing, foolish or even annoy­ 
ing to many fathers, depending 
on their Father’s Day experi­ 
ences. We honor mothers, so 
why not fathers? 
Fathers 
are 
an 
important 
sch,em.e in the plan of God. In 
our own day and age, the po­ 
sition and authority of fathers 
has been slowly eroding away. 
According to the Scriptures,, the 
part the father plays is more 
than that of a commuter who 
comes home on the 5:10 at 
night and collapses into an over- 
stuffed chair with a cocktail. 
Somehow, the idea has pre­ 
vailed in our society that fathers 
everywhere are so worn out at 
night and 
so exhausted after 
traveling and 'working that they 
should not be bothered with the 
running of a household, or dis­ 
ciplining the children or being 
the head of the family. A school 
teacher informed me one day 
that 
almost 
all 
disciplinary 
problems could be eliminated 
in the schools of this nation if 
the father would take his right­ 
ful place as the head of the 
family and the discipliner of the 
children. 
The father in the Scriptures 
was a, person endowed with 
great authority. Ail of the fam­ 
ily was under his control as he 
was the heed of the family. 
'This, is not to say, of course, 
that he was dictatorial. He was 
to administer the affairs of his 


family in a. loving and. godly 
way. 
The father in the Bible is one 
who is also responsible for the 
training and. upbringing of his 
children. He is especially re­ 
sponsible 
for 
their 
religious 
training. This, somehow doesn’t 
square with some men’s concept 
of Sunday School and church 
services. The vast majority of 
the religious training of our 
youngsters today is done by 
women. In fact, many fathers 
would agree with the statement 
popularly 
subscribed 
to 
by 
some, "my religion is in my 
wife’s name." Look around your 
church sometime during a. Sun­ 
day service. I am sure you will 
find a greater number of women 
than men. The Scriptures teach 
that fathers are responsible for 
the religious training of their 
youngsters. 
The reason that, fathers are 
held in such high esteem in the 
scriptures is that the earthly 
father is a symbol of the heav­ 
enly father. As our fathers are 
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physical.,, so 'God. is the father 
of all of us. All the people in 
the world are God’s children by 
reason of creation. He has given 
life to the more than three bil­ 
lion people on this planet. We 
are each a child of God because 
he has created each of us just 
as we are, and no two of us is 
exactly alike. Each one of us is 
a unique creation of God. 
In addition, the Christian is a 
child of God by adoption. When 
a person turns by faith tp .Jesus 
Christ as his Lord and Saviour, 
Almighty God adopts that per­ 
son into His family. As the 
Apostle Paul puts it we then 
become heirs with Christ, in­ 
heriting all of God’s wealth. 
Thus, today’s fathers are rep­ 
resentative of the fatherhood of 
God. They are constant living 
reminders of the love and teach­ 
ing of Almighty God. W’hen a 
father really measures up to 
God’s standards, then he gen­ 
uinely becomes a true father.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
David Finds His Security 
In The Help Given By God 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for June 25 is en­ 
titled “Hunger for Security.” It 
is based on the 57th Psalm and 
expresses longings and fears 
which today (and. back across 
and centuries) have character­ 
ized life from any. 
None of us has everything he 
or she might want. Ask fifty 
people what they want most, an 
while there might be a pattern 
of desire, the chances are that 
one would get fifty answers to 
the query. 
Security is smething everyone 
wants, and we need to face the 
fact, .frankly that security is

smething that cannot be' guar­ 
anteed to anyone. Also (and this 
is the very core of today's les­ 
son) spiritual security is the 
only security always available 
and always sufficient. 
David Hie Psalm Writer 
There are one hundred and. 
fifty psalms in the Old Testa­ 
ment book which bears the title 
“Psalms.” David was the great­ 
est of all psalm-writers, but he 
did not write all the hundred and 
fifty psalms. The name David 
means “beloved.” This David, 
went from the humble position 
of a shepherd to become king. 
David, along with Moses, stands 
out as a person of extreme im­ 
portance in the history of the 
Jewish 'people. His rise from 
shepherd boy to king was spec­ 
tacular. David’s name appears 
hundreds of times in the Bible 
(mostly in the Old Testament, 
but also in the New Testament). 
Jesus ca me to be known as “The 
son of David.” His genealogy 
extends back to David and his 
royal household. To this very 
day millions of people honor 
David, and certainly on the 
whole he was worthy of that 
honor. Bad mistakes and sins 
that one would hardly expect 
of man in his position are 
frankly mentioned in the Old 
Testament. David nevertheless 
stands out as a figure of great 
importance. It would be hard 
for us to say whether David as 
king or as psalm-writer holds 
the greater place. 


Spiritual Security 
As we get back to the lesson 
for June 25 entitle “Hunger 
for Security,” we encounter sit­ 
uations and moods which domi­ 
nate — and over the years have 
dominated—millions of people. 
A poll was taken of a large 
number of young people asking 
what they most desire, and a 
majority indicated they wanted 
security more than anything 
else. The Bible does not indicate 
that we can always have se­ 
curity from disppointment and 
misfortune. It does, however, 
insist that spiritual security is, 
and always has been, possible, 
and the Christian belief is that 
spiritual security comes through 
absolute trust in God, through 
faith in Christ as Lord and Sav­ 
iour. The Christian position is 
well set forth by a statement of 
the Apostle Paul occurring in 
the Epistle which Paul wrote 
the Christian Church in Rome. 
Paul declares that “neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to 
come, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall 'be able 
to separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord” (Romans 8:38-39). 
It is well for us to remember 
that these words of confidence 
and faith were written by a man 
(the Apostle Paul) who started 
out as an enemy of everything 
having to do with Christ and 
ended up as a stalwart and 
committed Christian. 
Putting Faith, and 'Trust to 'God 
David (the probable author of 
this 57th Psalm) was absolutely 
certain that the calamities of 
life will pass and that those who 
trust in God through Christ will 
be rescued. The only real se­ 
curity anyone can have is spiri­ 
tual security. We may lose mon­ 
ey, friends, positions of impor­ 
tance, loved ones through death 
and still win a triumphant vic­ 
tory over the circumstances of 
life. God’s mercy is from ever­ 
lasting to everlasting. In this 
57th Psalm David likens his op­ 
ponents to lions. They are fire­ 
brands and are able to harass 
their victims as with a sharp 
sword. David did not pray “Lord 
exalt me,” 'but rather “Be thou 
exalted, O Lord” (Psalm 57: 
5). The religious answer to the 


desire for security is 'that if wt 
put our faith and trust in God 
we can be sure that life will be 
satisfactory—in fact, triumpant. 
Every one of us finds ourselves 
at times experiencing tribula­ 
tion. We are 'full of panic be­ 
cause of some misfortune that 
either has assailed as or threat­ 
ens to do so. Trust in God is cen­ 
tral theme of Psalm 57. We can 
be sure that God will send forth 
his mercy and 'truth. If we seek 
spiritual security, we seek the 
only kind of security worth hav­ 
ing. “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life” (John 3:16-17).

Manhattan’s biggest 
park, a police lieutenant with a

prowler.

through the park, 
w ere three other policemen. 
Thomas Sullivan, in bell-bot­ 
tom jeans and funny hat, sat 
holding a styrofoam jug he had 
taken from a garbage pail and 
had "filled” with a walkie-talk­ 
ie.
